The recipients of the 2000 awards are: 

Maria Adraans is recently here from Holland and 
studies at Merritt College. She plans to earn a degree in 
Landscape Architecture (specializing in California native 
plants) at UC-Davis or -Berkeley. Maria is a member of 
CNPS and a student member of the International Society 
of Arboriculture. 

David Lee Des Marais is a student at UC-Berkeley, 
majoring in Integrative Biology. He has worked on 
research projects related to the systematics of California 


mosses, and is especially interested in plant evolution. 

Christopher Todd Di Vittorio is a student at UC-

A 
loading zone at the curb will allow cars to drive into the 
Horticulture area to load plants.

Plant Family of the Month 


Selaginaceae 

Spike moss Family 

Spikemosses look similar to lycopodiums (clubmosses) 
but their leaves are generally smaller, and many species 
have the capability of rolling up and turning brown 
when soils dry. The leafy stems bear minute, green 
cones that contain sporangia of two different kinds: 
megasporangia produce large megaspores and microspo- 
rangia bear microspores. The diminutive cones are 
difficult to find without the aid of a hand lens because 
they're nearly indistinguishable from the green tips of 
leafy branches. The genus Selaginella has several species 
in California, some with a broad distribution. The typical 
habitat for most species is exposed rocks from near sea 
level to timberline. 

The tiny microspores of Selaginella grow into minute 
male plantlets that produce sperm, while their me- 
gaspores grow into larger female plantlets that bear eggs. 
Once an egg has been fertilized, a new spikemoss plant 
begins to grow.

October 6-8: Field Trip to Hopland Research and 
Extension Center, which is the University of 
California's principal field research facility for agriculture 
and natural resources in the North Coast region.
